According to my grandmother, 
who baked | fruitcakes every 
year for mourly 50 yoars, it ip 
fer better that they be under- 
done than cooked too long. She 
says that Lf a frultcake seems a 
little doughy, toss it In a double 
boiler, steam It and serve it with 
herd sauce, a9 though St were 
plum pudding. 


One modern convenience that 
most enhances fruitcake today ts 
the deep freeze, something 2s 
unheard of as atem bombs in 
griot-grandima’s day. 


Alter the cakes are baked. 
sprinkle «a litle wine or 
brandy on them, wrap them 
fnugely and put them in tho 
freezer. They willl stay molst 
until time to thaw and ent 
them, 


All of this adds up to a cake 


“that ls bound to be good, just 


because of the ingredients. I'm 
sul! NOT convinced that it ts any
